the Imperial staff at army headquar- 
ters, are here from England, and Bar- 
on Sonnino, foreign minister, General 
Cadorna, commander in chief, and 
others have come from Italy. France 
will be represented strongly, Premier 
Ribot will preside, 
Russia and the smaller allied powers 
will also be represented, 
The invitations to the conference 
were sent out by the British kovern- 
ment, Among them was the, United 
States accompanied by the explana- 
tion that it would be a small confer- 
enee to consider specific objects and 
stating that as the United States had 
no troops in the Balkans it would per- 
haps not care to participate, although 
its representatives would bo welcomed. 
Washington replied that it did not 
wish to take part in the conference. 
A conference of naval authorities 
also Will be held, Vice Admiral Sima, 
ommander of the American naval 
forces in the war zone, has arrived 
for the meeting.

DOUKHOBORS ‘SET 
FIRE TO HOME OF 
PETER VEREGIN 
Roughly Handled By Villagers, 
They Further Offend The 
Community. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

YORKTON, Sask., July 24.—Four 
of the five Doukhobors who were ar- 
rested some time ago charged with 
setting fire to Peter Veregin's house 
at Veregin, and with committing in- 
dignities to a human body, came up 
for speedy trial before Judge Gordon 
at the district court here today and 
were let off on suspendid sentence. 

The judge took a lenient view of 
their case in consideration of the fac 
that they have already spent six 
months awaiting trial on this charge. 
Their compatriots gave the court an 
assurance that they would be put to 
work and kept under surveillance to 
prevent repetition of similar outbreaks 
in future. 

Tho prisoners admitted setting fire 
to Peter Veregin’s house valued at 
eight thousand dollars and the evi- 
dence showed that the villagers, in- 
censed at the outrage, handled them 
pretty roughly at the time. 

As a reprisal, when one of their 
number died some months later they 
brought his nf&ked body to the house 
of M. Cazakoff, the official repre- 
sentative of Peter Veregin, and laid it 
on his doorstep.

DUBLIN, July 24.—Not very san- 
guine hopes for success for the Irish 
convention, about to assemble here, 
are expressed by the many delegates 
who already have arrived. There was 
a plenteous expression of good will to- 
ward, the undertaking, however, In 
the opinion of a leading official, it will 
take less than a week to decide whe- 
ther the effort to deal with the Irish 
question of the body is to prove abor- 
tive. 

On the other hand, it is known that 
the government was influenced in 
choosing the place of meeting by the 
fact that it would be able to retain 
occupancy for more than three months 
of the place selected. 

Duke May Be Chairman. 
Henry E. Duke, the chief secretary 
for Ireland, will open the convention 
tomorrow. There is a strong senti- 
ment, chiefly among the Nationalists, 
to keep him permanently in the chair, 
Sir Francis Horwood is doing the sec- 
retarial work at present, but it is ex- 
pected he will be replaced by an 
Irishman. 

The Ulster Unionists plan to form 
an organized group with the chair- 
man and secretary, probably the Mar- 
ujs of Londonderry, and to consult 
the various existing Ulster Unionist 
organizations during the proceedings,

O'Brien's Views 

William O'Brien, Jeader of the In- 
dependent Nationalists, who has de- 
clined to nominate representatives to 
the convention which he considers 
certain of failure, replying to a letter 
of Premier Lloyd George says the type 
of convention selected defeats the ob- 
ject in view by leaving the great mass 
of Irish Nationalists almost wholly 
unrepresented and by conferring the 
power of a majority “upon a party of 
politicians who have notoriously lost 
the confidence of the Irish people, a 
party, moreover, whose defacto lead- 
ers have devoted all their energies for 
years to making conciliation with our 
northern fellow countrymen impos- 
sible.” 

Mr. O'Brien recalls that he offered 
to waive that objection if the Irish 
parliamentary party undertook not 
to renew their agreement to the sep- 
aration of the six counties of Ireland, 
but says not only was no such under- 
standing given but that he understands 
the partition of the country “into four 
Irelands,” is under review.

on the second reading of the bill, very 
emphatically announced that this bill 
was for the purpose of raising 100,006 
men, and when the 100,000 men were 
raised the bill was dead, 

Mr, Middlebro; I said, without fur- 
ther legislation . 

Mr. Oliver: Exactly, The bill was 
dead. Further legislation would be 
necessary in order to do anything 
more in connection with Canada’s part 
in the war. I just wanted to ask fur- 
ther what relationship this bill in its 
terms under this subsection bears to 
the pledge given by the Frrime Minis- 
ter on behalf of Canada us to the part 
Canada would take in the war. Is it 
supposed to have a connection with 
that pledge or to be entirely indepen- 
dent of it? 

Sir Robert Borden: The purpose of 
this section Is to reserve the control 
in Parliament as to compulsory mill- 
tary service beyond the number stated 
in the bill, We thought it proper that 
Parllament should have the ‘control. 

I had mentioned the number, 66,000 
at least, possibly 100,000, when speak- 
ing on the subject on tha 18th May, 
The bill, therefore, mits the number 
tu be raised under its provisions to 
100,000, If a further number ts re- 
quired then a very short Bill would 
alone be necessary simply to increase 
the number from 100,000 to such fur- 
ther number as Parliament, in its wis- 
dom, might determine. The bill has 
no relation. to the sup pores pledge 
which my hon, friend has quoted be- 
yond the fact that it {s to provide a 
certain additional number of men for 
the purpose of maintaining the Cana- 
dian Expeditionary forces ut the front.

Sir Robert Borden: IT alluded to it, 
but in the way I have stated,

Overseas and were not going overseas

: 000 men altogether who were enlisted 
; but who did not go overseas and who 
fre not going overseas.

Denmark In Relation To Germany. 


Extensive afguments and intermin- 
able trouble would result if Edmon- 
ton restaurants of their oWn initiative 
established a meations day, 


This was the general consensus of 
opinion among restaurant keepers of 
the city who were visited Tuesday 
morning and asked for their opinion 
concerning the latest announcement of 
Food Controller Hon, W, J. Hanna at 
Toronto, Mr. Hanna has asked that 
Toronto restaurants establish a meat- 
less day and in addition do not serve 
bacon at any meals except breakfast. 
The reduction of club and restaurant 
tealg to two courses is also asked, 

Up to the Individual 

“It's this way,” said one local eating 
house proprietor, who was persuaded 
to discuss the matter at the close of 
the usual breakfast rush, ‘the restau- 
rant proprietors of Mdmonton are just 
as patriotic as any other section of the 
community but we would have great 
diMculty in establishing a standard 
system for the reduction of food con- 
sumption without the plan being made 
Dominion wide and under the direct 
supervision of the food controller. 
Mr, Hanna at present is merely mak- 
ing requests to the public to conserve 
the food supply of Canada and it is up 
to the individual to curb his appetite 
when eating in a restaurant and not 
up to the proprietor to tell the cus- 
tomer what he shal and what he shall 
rot eat. Mind you, I do not gay that 
war menus would not be a good Jdea 
to have imposed in the restaurants. 
The enormous saving of food which 
would result would certainly help in 
the present crisis but war menus can 
only come on the authority or dicta- 
tion of the government.” 

Telling the Public 

Of the restaurant proprietors visited 
all weré anxious that their names 
should not be mentioned in connection 
with any views they might advance. 
“People might think that I am oppos- 
ed to Canada's prosecuting the war,” 
sald one man, “whereas I am only try- 
ing to explain how diflicult 14 would be 
for us fellows to te'l the public what 
they ought to eat.” 

“Talking about food conservation,” 
observed one white-ci&ited informant, 
“you'd be surprised at the number of 
my customers who are already partak- 
Ing of War meals on their own Initia- 
tive. There's one wealthy man, head 
of a local business concern, who 
lunches here each day and although 
10's able to epend any amount for food 
he wishes, I don't believe his bill for 
unches in a week would run over 85 
rents. Before this food saving {dea 
was started he'd spend half as much 
igain for a single noon-hour snack 
Do I mind him doing it? Certainly 
not, It may hurt my profits a bit but 
tsure would make a wonderful differ- 
ince if the rest of the public would 
follow his example. Maybe then we 
wouldn't have to worry 60 much about 
the progress of the war and whether 
the allies’ goldiers are getting enough 


to eat.” 
Too Busy to Talk 
Among the other restaurant men 
vialted come had apparently been giv- 
ing the matter serious thought while 
others were viewless, one man "Didn't 
know nothin’ about it.’ and another 
still was “Too busy‘to talk.”

During the. afternoon, sports of 
various kinds were indulged in, but 
strange to say the most fascinating 
for the soldiers appeared to be one in 
which the fair sex were linked to the 
boys in khaki. Just who were the 
lucky pair we know not, but that al! 
who participated appreciated the fun 
was beyond doubt. Thread the needle 
races, hammer and tack competitions 
and others too numerous to mention, 
gave the visitors an appetite that was 
pleasing to the good foik who had 
provided such an excellent dinner as 
they all discussed. This was served 
out in the open and, be it said, the 
playful mosquito was not so hilarious 
as he generally is upon these al-fresco 
occasions, 

Of course, the presence of so many 
soldiers brought visions of the battie- 
field ‘to those around, and it was only 
to be expected that they wanted to 
hear something about the fighting. So 
Sorgt. Major Webster in his beet form 
enlightened them as much as he 
thought judicious. SHe was followed 
by Corporal Findlay, while Seret 
Coles also gave some interesting facts.

Subterfuge is Discovercd. 

There was a strict embargo on ship- 

ping tallow into Germany, but one 
men was caught and prosecuted for 
this offense. His plan was a wily one. 
Concrete blocks were not contraband 
and were allowed to pass, but one 
Government man happened to fancy 
that a number of auch blocks were 
rather light In comparison to their 
size. Some were broken to pieces anc 
{t was discovered that the interior 
was hollow and had been filled wit! 
the precious fat for whith Germany 
was craving and willing to pay any 
price, 
After speaking of the equally large 
profits made by the shipping interests, 
Mr. Fugl pointed out how the situa- 
tion, so far as Denmark was concern 
ed, was changed when the blockade of 
Germany was instituted by the allies 
at the beginning of the present year. 
So far as food and other supplies were 
concerned, one effect of the blockade 
was to place the country on the card 
syatem, that is, that supplies were only 
obtained through the presentation of 
a goyernment card. The shortage of 
coal was perhaps the most serious 
feature, Denmark's coal was all im- 
»vorted, principally from England; 
shipa which took over the dairy pro- 
duce to England brought back coal. 
Denmark had had an arrangement 
with Germany and England that all 
her surplus dairy suppiies should be 
apportioned between the two coun- 
tries, the largest proportion pechaps 
going to England. 

When the blockade started, Eng- 
land refused to fetch the dairy supplies 
fron. Denmark, and, in consequence, 
these had to be transported in Danish 
ships. Then, before these vessels 
were allowed to load up with coal in 
order to return to Denmark, they were 
obliged to carry two cargoes of contra- 
band of war between England and 
Spain. Afterwards, they could take 
back coal to Denmark. In conse- 
quence, a large number were sunk, 150 
vessels being lost at the outset, and the 
outcome was that the owners refused 
to allow their ships to carry from 
Denmark at all, and this cut the coal 
supply right off. As in most coun- 
tries where coal is not to be found, a re- 
serve supply was kept on hand, and it 
was this supply which had been con- 
sumed and was now practically ex- 
hausted. The price of coal has gone 
up 15 times its former figure. Con- 
siderable hardship was experienced,

AMERICAN EXPERT

Ottawa, July 24.—Geo. F. Hender- 
son, chairman of the committee which 
will make a further inquiry into the 
operations of the cold storage com- 
panies of Canada, following the report 
of W. F. O'Connor, cost of living com- 
missioner, this morning received a 
telegram from G, H. C, Hoover, head 
of the American food commission, 
stating that he was sending T, J, 
Connor, of Chicago, to Ottawa to as- 
sist in the inquiry. This action was 
taken by Mr, Hoover at the request of 
Hon. W. J. Hanna, the Dominion food 
controller, who asked Mr, Hoover to 
send him an expert who could act in 
an advisory capacity to the committee. 
Mr. Connor was one of three managers 
of the Armour Company, of Chicago, 
and he has retired from that position 
in order io assist Mr. Hoover in his 
work, Mr. Connor will arrive in the 
Capital on Tuesday next

Pestival of the Seven Sleepers 


The Festival of the Seven Sleepers, 
commemorated at this time in July, 
was introduced into the Christian 
Church at a very early period, The 
legend on which it 1s founded relates 
that the Emperor Decius in the year 
260, having set up a statue in the 
city of Ephesus, commanded all the 
inhabitants to worship it, Seven 
young men, disobeying this command, 
and knowing the punishment that 
would follow, fled to Mount Coellus, 
where they concealed themselves in a 
cavern, Decius, enraged, caused all 
the caverns on the mountain to be 
closed up, and nothing was heard of 
the seven fugitives until the year 479, 
when someone, digging a foundation 
for a stable, broke into the cavern 
and discovered them. Disturbed by 
the unusual noise, the young men, who 
had been asleep all this tame, awak- 
ened; feeling very hungry, and think- 
ing they had slept but one night, they 
sent one of their number into Ephesus 
to buy some provisions. The anti- 
quity of the coin he proffered to the 
dealer aroused suspicions, and the 
matter was brought to the attention 
of the authorities. After an Investi- 
gation the whole matter was declared 
to be a miracle, and in its commemor- 
ation the festival was instituted. This 
legend, which is merely an adaptation 
of a more ancient one, has found a 
place in the Koran. According to the 
Mohammedan account, the sleepers 
were acocmpanied by a dog, named 
Kratim, This animal, after its long 
sleep, becoming a great prophet and 
philosopher, has been admitted into 
the Mohammedan paradise, where it 
sits behind the ass of Balaam, The 
other eight animals that enjoy this 
high privilege are the ant of Solomon, 
the whale of Jonah, the ram of Isaac, 
the calf of Abraham, the camel of 
Saleh, the cuckoo of Bilkis, the ox of 
Moses, and the mare of Mohammed. 
Alban Butler in his great work on 
the saints gives a rational cast to the 
legend of the seven sleepers. He as- 
serts that the young men were put to 
jeath by being walled up tn a cave, 
ind that only their relics were discoy- 
ered In 479. These relics he says are 
preserved in a large stone coffin, in 
the Church of St. Victor at Mar- 
sellles, 


The Stars and Stripes at Porto Rico 


Nineteen years ago today, on July 
25, 1898, the first American. flag was 
sent out into the breeze over Porto 
Rico, It was the crew of the U.8.8. 
Gloucester under command of Lieut- 
enant Commander, now Rear Admiral, 
Wainwright, that first started from 
Guantanamo, on July 21, several war 
vessels and transports laden with 
troops taking part. The Gloucester, 
when the island was sighted, was seut 
ahead, being a small ship of light 
draught. Two boat loads of sailors 
arrived with rifles and a few six- 
pounders were sent ashore and drove 
the handful of natives into the hills. 
The Spanish flag, which fluttered from 
a mast In the midst of a cluster of 
houses, was lowered and the Stars and 
Stripes run up, with appropriate sa- 
lutes, while those same natives sent a 
few bullets in the general direction of 
the flag pole, without hitting anything 
except the houses. The other ships of 
the expedition had by this time come 
up and men and guns were landed. 
There was not very much work for 
them to do, however, and by night fall 
men, materials and the animals which 
had been landed were in camp. Since 
then the American flag has been float- 
ing over the island steadily, and no one 
rejoices more over this fact than the 
Porto Rican,

On this date in 
1658, the assembly of the Scottish 
church having met at Edinburgh, 
were dismissed by Cottoral for not 
having the authority of the pariia- 
ment of England, The members were 
furthermore commandod not to be 
seen together in groups of more than 
two, On July 26, 1880, Charles X. of 
France decreed that the liberty of the 
presa be suspended, Five days later 
he himself was suspended from. the 
throne. It isn't often that a man 
lives through the reign o: five kings, 
but thia waa so in the case of Andrew! 
Laughlin, who died at Devrock, Ire- 
land, on July 26, 1840, at the age of 
110 yenrs, He had seen five kings 
successively ascend the British throne, 
On this day in 1868, Wyoming terri- 
tory was formed from Dakota, Utah 
and Idaho, The Egyptian obelisk was 
brought to New York city on this date 
in the year 1880.
